Important Laws.— We direct 
the attention of " all whem it may 
concern " to three important enact 
menta of tbe last Legislature: Ihe 
first inflicting a penalty on any per- 
son who shall sell or furnish spir- 
itoaa liquor in any quantity, at any 
time, to persons of uosouud or imb- 
ecile minds; the second on any on* 
who shall sell or furnish spiriioua 
la gt ors to negroes or mulattoes on 
Sunday; the third on any peraoa 
who shall sell 
milk, or milk fr 
ar eowa fed upon improper food 
This hiter statute is of particu- 
lar importance to those who parch- 
ose milk, and dairy keepers will do 
well to consult its provisions, aad 
govern themselves accordingly. 
They are not allowed even to eell 
skiaamed milk, much less to allow 
their cows to go anroofed, ae that 
the rain may have aecess to abe fluid 
intended for market. They stay 
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BiRvino Alive,— This mode of pun- 
ishment was occasionally resorted 
to by the Jews and other nations of 
antiquity.

James died at one o'clock 
Sunday morning, and Proctor at 7

Sunday night as stated yesterday.
